Paper Association: of New York Clty Holds Annual Dinner Meeting at the Arkwright Club—Attend- 
ance Increased Thirty-three and One-third Per Cent. Over Last Year—Two Hundred 
Tickets Sold for the Occasion—Paul E. Vernon Makes a Short Address— 

R. P. Andrews, of Washington, a Guest 


The annual meeting and reception of the Paper Association of 
New York city was held Tuesday night at the Arkwright Club, 
320 Broadway. The affair marked the beginning of the winter 
“paper” entertainments, and those committees making arrangements 
for future festive boards will have to be up and doing if they 
wish their respective affairs to even up to that of the local 
paper dealers. To say that Charles Addoms, chairman; W. M 
Pringle and Al Dube did themselves justice in making the arrange- 
ments, would be putting it mildly, for not a stone was left unturned 
in preparing everything for the comfort and enjoyment of their 
patrons. The entertainment itself was composed of the very best 
talent procurable. 


Under the direction of T. Arthur Baker, the Imperial Quartette 
played on the violin, flute, ’cello and piano all through the evening. 
William Logan amused the assemblage with many popular songs, 
in which everybody joined in the choruses. After a sumptuous 
repast, prepared by the caterer to the Arkwright Club, the guests 
made themeslves comfortable and settled down to enjoy a good 
vaudeville program, consisting of Friedberg’s master singers, Miss 
Alice Ebberts in popular vocal selections; Miss Mabelle Burke, 
rag time selections; Miss Ray Arnold, Spanish; Texas Tommy and 
ballet dancing; Maurice, the famous comedy magician, and the 
Palmer Quartette. 

The association held its regular formal meeting at 6:30, and 
after routine business was finished the members repaired to the 
banquet hall. 


President Vernon made a short impromptu address in which 
he expressed his delight in seeing so large an attendance and 
congratulated the committee on its excellent work. After wishing 
everyone a pleasant evening he introduced R. P. Andrews, presi- 
dent of the Washington jobbing house which bears his name. 

Mr. Andrews was at home with the boys, as there was hardly 
a face that he did not know. He was greeted with much applause, 
and after the continued outcry of “Speech!” “Speech!” he stated 
in the way of an opening remark that it was plainly evident, judging 
from the prosperous appearance of everyone present, that it was 
almost essential to come to New York if one wished to make 
any money in the paper business. This statement, however, was 
said jokingly, as everyone knew that he was one of the most 
prosperous merchants in the country. Mr. Andrews told many 
witty jokes and stories, and the hall rang with applause. 

At ten o'clock the musicians played their last and the evening's 
entertainment was concluded. Groups here and there, however, 
could be found in the café until the wee sma’ hours with the 
merry pop of the champagne cork at regular intervals. Mr. An- 
drews was cornered at one table at which sat the golf fiends. 
“Speaking of golf,” said Mr. Andrews, “I once made 1—8—11—14 
on the Columbia course, and then went all to — —.” “Are you a 
fiend also?” chimed in Messrs Scrimgeour, Richardson and Dubé, 
the committee on next year’s tournament. Upon his affirmative 
answer, he was invited to attend the tournament next June. 

A new trade paper was published for the occasion and distributed 
at intervals of ten minutes to each one present. “The Paper 
[W]rapper & Wood Pulp Grinder,” a journal of vast and varied 
misinformation, published by Ananias when the spirit moved, and 
edited by D. Liar. There were eleven editions in all, six of which 


are reproduced in this issue. The other five dwelt on “Himmy 


Kazooing,” alias Jimmie Hunt; “Fred” (?) alias Fred Gurney; 
“Harv,” alias George Perkins; an “Ex-Candidate for Carnegie Pen- 
sion” one on F. W, Wilson, and “Hank Honking Home,” in which 
C. F. Hubbs figured strongly. 

The trick “Dribble Glass,” with which the president’s table was 


furnished, caused much merriment, and many shirt fronts were 
soon ready for the laundry. 


One interesting incident during the evening was when Maurice, 
the magician, was performing several tricks. Jimmie Hunt being 
near the stage was called upon to assist in performing a card 
trick. Mr. Hunt took eight cards from the pack and counted them. 
However, when, after holding these eight cards in his hand and 
recounting them, much to his amazement, he had fifteen cards 
and a supply in his coat pockets, sleeves, trousers, vest, shirt, and 
when the magician finished taking all the cards from him he 
found a nice young rabbit in Mr. Hunt’s back. 

Charles Addoms, the chairman of the entertainment and ar- 
rangement committee, reported that the affair was the most suc- 
cessful ever held by the association. Two hundred tickets were 
sold, of which 187 were in attendance. This was an increase of 
about 33% per cent, over last year.

SECTION 2 OF RECIPROCITY 
AGT MAY NOT BE REPEALED 


Chairman Underwood, of the Ways and Means Committee, 
Opposed to Any Abrogation Measure—Government De- 
laying Its Action in Favored Nation Protest—Fate of 
Case Remains in Status Quo. 





WasuHinctTon, December 10, 1912—While it is too early to 
venture a prediction in relation to what the Democrats will do or 
not do with the tariff, Chairman Underwood, of the Ways and 
Means Committee, seems to be determined not to repeal Section 2 of 
the Canadian reciprocity act governing imports of pulp and paper 
from Canada. 

Whether the Democrats in the extra session next spring will 
remove the tariff on wood pulp and paper from Europe, thus dis- 
posing of the favored nations issue, is conjectural, but meantime 
there appears to be a halt on the part of the Government in ad- 
vancing its answer to the favored nations’ protest now pending 
in the Customs Court of Appeals. It has been learned that the 
Department of Justice, the Treasury Department and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture are working together in this controversy, and 
that it has been decided to defer action and probably to file a 
new brief covering other arguments against the favored nations’ 
protest, not covered in the return already made to the courts. 

The Government’s contention in the pending case is that the 
granting of customs favors to favored nations does not work 
automatically, but really is dependent on the action of Congress 
in specific instances, or to reciprocal agreements, which also have 
to be ratified by Congress. 

There are other arguments, however, at hand against the con- 
tention that because wood pulp and paper may be imported here 
free from Canada the same ruling should apply to similar im- 
portations from the favored nations of Europe. One is that 
Canada is not a “country” as defined in the favored nations pro- 
vision, but only a province or colony of a “country,” Great Britain. 
Another is that Section 2 really is part of a reciprocal agreement 
with Canada, although Canada failed to ratify the articles of that 
proposed agreement. A third is that except by reciprocal agree- 
ment there must be some quid pro quo, and that European nations 
in dealing with each other under the favored nations provision 
demand some favor in trade in return for any granted. 

Indications, however, are that there is no disposition on the 
part of the Government to press these or other arguments in the 
existing political conditions, with the Democracy and its new tariff 
policy: about to come into power in this Government. 

Should Congress under Democratic direction and control legis- 
late upon this pending question there would be no need for the 
advancement of the case now pending in the Customs Court of 
Appeals. Meantime, it is indicated, the situation in relation to the 
importation of wood pulp and paper will continue in status quo. 


The fact is that Section 2 is an anomaly in legislation. Senator 
Root, of New York, called attention to this section when the 
Canadian reciprocity act was being considered in Congress, and 
stated that the provisions of this section would be enforced should 
Congress ratify them, whether the rest of the reciprocity pact were 
accepted by Canada or not. There was difference of opinion at 
that time on this point, but the fact that the provisions of Section 
2 are in force shows that Senator Root’s legal decision was sound. 
For despite the fact that Canada has given no quid pro quo for 
this favor in trade, as removing the restrictions from the Crown 
lands in her Dominion, and while therefore, as it may be argued, 
Section 2 is not in force, still Senator Root’s contention was upheld 
and Section 2 put into effect immediately. That is the crux of 
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the whole controversy in relation to free wood pulp and paper 
from Canada. Affidavits must accompany all importations of 
wood pulp and paper from Canada, stating whether these products 
come from the Crown lands or private lands in Canada, and. the 
difference in customs is levied accordingly. The Government, it is 
understood, will persist, if necessary, in the contention that there 
is no corollary between the pulp tariff with Canada and that with 
any other “country.” 


TO FIGHT FOR LOWER PULP WOOD RATES 


AppLeton, Wis., December 10, 1912——The Wisconsin Pulp and 
Paper Manufacturers’ Association, representing most of the com- 
panies in this industry in the Badger State, last week started 
action looking toward a sweeping reduction in railroad pulp 
wood rates, papers in the case having been filed the latter part of 
last week. Four years ago this organization brought complaint 
before the rate commission asking for a reduction in rates. The 
case was one of the most bitterly contested that had ever come 
before the rate body at Madison, but the company won out, and 
realized a reduction on rates of practically 20 per cent. The 
new complaint asks for additional reductions of almost 20 per 
cent. 

The chief contention in the complaint is that it is discriminatory 
that pulp wood rates should be higher than the rate on saw 
logs, and asks that the rate on the raw product for the manufac- 
ture of paper be placed on the same schedule and level with that 
of the raw product for sawmills. 

Under the transit and milling clause the association contends 
that when a railroad company handles the product shipped to the 
mill, as well as after the manufacture, a much lower rate should 
be granted. The present tariff is 2% cents for the ‘first to 
miles, with a slight increase for additional distances. 

It is arranged that most of the paper and pulp mills of Wiscon- 
sin will have representation at the hearing, which is to be held 
at.Madison this week. The complaint was made in the name of 
the traffic manager of the association, W. D. Hurlbutt, of Chicago. 
The result of the fight before the commission four years ago af- 
fected not only the rates on pulp wood in Wisconsin, but brought 
a corresponding reduction in rates in upper Michigan and Minne- 
sota. 


REDUGE FREIGHT RATES FOR PRINT PAPER 


Des Mornes, December 7, 1912—The first victory for Iowa 
shippers in the rate complaints now before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission was won when the railroads operating be- 
tween Des Moines and paper manufacturing points in Minnesota 
voluntarily announced a reduction of rates on print paper from 
18 to 15 cents per hundred pounds. The reduction will cause a 
saving of at least $10,000 annually to Des Moines publishers, 
according to the estimate of E. G. Wylie, rate commissioner of 
the Greater Des Moines committee. 


The rate of 15 cents is within half a cent asked by the publish- 
ing concern in their complaint filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission by E. G. Wylie. Mr. Wylie asked a rate of 14% 
cents in behalf of the shippers. It is expected that railroads 
operating from large paper manufacturing points in Wisconsin 
and Michigan will make similar reductions of rates. 

Although the reduction was voluntary on the part of the roads, 
those who have been prominent in the fight for better railroad 
rates in and out of Des Moines consider it a victory. The new 
rate was published at the same time that Mr. Wylie, N. T. 
Guernsey and other representatives of Iowa interests were argu- 
ing the Iowa complaints before the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. The railroads made no reply to the complaint except in 
the oral arguments.

GONGERNING THE SALE OF PAPER SPECIALTIES 


The following sage letter of advice has been proffered by L. G. 
Dig, and THe Paper TraDE JouRNAL would welcome further let- 
ters on the same subject by other authorities: 

Editor Paper Trade Journal: 


What is said in this letter is addressed particularly to the 
paper jobbers who handle paper and bags, a line of stationery and 
other paper specialties. 


Why is it that the jobber will allow his salesmen to put in 
time and good hard selling work getting an order for butchers’ 
manila or some other cheap wrapping paper on which the gross 
profit in many cases will not exceed $1.50 or $2 on a $25 sale? 


If a salesman whose sales have been running to this kind of 
business to a large extent would spend the same amount of time 
and the same hard work trying to sell the dealer one good specialty 
on which the gross sale was $5 he would have made more money 
for his house, and nine times out of ten he would have secured 
the order for wrapping paper, too. 

In speaking of paper specialties that are most neglected I do 
not believe there are any more so than paper napkins, plain and 
decorated crépe paper and toilet paper. 

Many times the writer has approached a jobber on these articles, 
and he will say: “Oh, yes, we carry them in stock, but the trade 
does not ask for them and the boys do not pay any attention to 
them, so we do not sell enough to amount to anything.” Could any 
argument be weaker, when by observation in a radius of ten city 
blocks there will be not less than two dozen stores and shops 
that buy all of these items, but get them from some manufacturer 
direct at a high price or buy from some out of town jobber? 

On approaching one of these dealers and asking him why he 
doesn’t buy these articles from the John Smith Paper Company he 
will say: “I did get some napkins and crépe paper from them a 
year ago, but they charged me two prices and they had such poor 
quality of goods that I had to either buy direct or from some 
out of town jobber.” 

A great many jobbers seem to have the idea that they have to 
have about 100 per cent. profit on these specialties, which is another 
sure method of driving away the business. It also makes the 
dealer buy in smaller quantities—33%4 per cent, on medium quanti- 
ties and 20 to 25 per cent. on large quantities should be ample 
profit for any wholesale concern. 

Toilet paper is another item that is priced so high by most job- 
bers that the better part of the business is now going to several 
manufacturers who are selling the retail trade direct. 

The great question seems to be to buy cheap, regardless of qual- 
ity, and sell for all you can get, with no thought of building a 
following on a good article at a fair price. 

The special brand and private label is the first thing that will 
come up with the jobber in his buying. Why not take the label 
with manufacturer’s name on it, if he has one made up in this 
manner, and if he is a reputable manufacturer it will have ten 
times the value of any special label you can get. The manufac- 
turer, no doubt, has spent years and a lot of money getting estab- 
lished and has a large following in the consuming trade, and then 
in the face of all this to bury it all under a special private label 
is surely the height of folly. 

It is time the jobbers were waking up and analyzing the situa- 
tion. Each year sees some of the larger manufacturers cutting 
loose from the jobbers and going direct to the retail trade. Why? 
Largely because the jobber has either dropped the old established 
line of good goods, or has pushed something else that he could 
make more profit on for the time being, with no thought for the 
future. Then the first thing he knows the manufacturer of the 
high grade line that the trade wants is his competitor, and a 

competitor that is harder to fight then a dozen competing jobbers. 
Stick to the established lines of quality, those that have taken

years and money to become popular. The newer and cheaper 
articles that are coming out are not nearly so liable to bother you 
by going to the trade direct, for there is nothing to commend 
them but cheapness of price, with no quality to back it up. Put 
them in stock if you think you must, but push the good lines 
and let the trade call for the cheap stuff if they want it instead 
of pushing the cheap goods and holding back the high quality 
articles, 

The profit may not be quite so large, but the trade will come 
back for the same article next year and you will not have to 
compete with the manufacturer. 

Every manufacturer had rather work with the jobber if it were 
possible, but as things frequently work out it would be practically 
impossible for the trade to secure certain brands of goods if they 
were to come through the jobber. 

Perhaps your salesmen have become lax on these paper special- 
ties. Try getting them interested; suggest methods of selling; get 
them to carry a complete line of samples. If you will stop to in- 
vestigate the quantity of these small items that are consumed 
among your trade and how little of it you are getting it will, no 
doubt, open your eyes. L. G. Die. 


WATER POWER LEGISLATION 

App.eton, Wis., December 10, 1912.—Proposed water power leg- 
islation in the nature of a revamping of the law passed by the 
last Legislature, and later knocked out and declared unconstitu- 
tional by the State Supreme Court, will probably occupy a large 
portion of the coming session of the State solons. If the poli- 
ticians are firmly fixed in their saddles there can be little hope of 
the coming term being shorter than that of 1911, which was a record 
breaker. Water power interests in the State, and everyone directly 
or indirectly interested in water powers, are ready to give battle 
to the ultra-progressives, who seem bent upon taking something for 
nothing, and the debate on the proposed law is bound to take up 
weeks of time. 

The water power question in Wisconsin is just where the 
Supreme Court left it a year ago. After the decision of the high 
court, when Governor McGovern called the Legislature together 
in extra session, the question was again brought before the law- 
makers in the Governor’s message, in which prompt action was 
urged. The Legislature then, however, after wrestling with the 
problem in committee for several days, turned the whole question 
aside as of too great importance for action in the time at hand, 

In his special message to the Legislature Governor McGovern 
urged the need of public control of the location, construction, 
height and strength of dams, their sluices, spillways, in the interest 
of improvement in navigation and safety to life, health and prop- 
erty. Further, the Governor declared that it is desirable that a 
way be provided for attaining ultimate ownership and operation by 
the public of all water powers in the State when the people shall 
so desire. A third reason for a general law upon the question, as 
viewed by the State’s chief executive, was the need of a well de- 
fined policy respecting water power rights and control. 

In this, the Governor contends, there is no need of conflict 
among the interests concerned, in which the Governor is quite 
right, providing the proposed law will be equitably framed so that 
all interests may be properly protected instead of making of it a 
confiscatory act, which was one of the objections to the law 
knocked out by the Supreme Court. It is announced that in his 
coming message to be read to the Legislature in January the 
Governor will again urge action, and will give added reasons for 
his position that the State should have control and even ownership 
of State water powers.

As the year draws to a close those jobbers who take inventory 
shortly after January 1 are gradually curtailing their orders, so 
that stocks on hand will not be so heavy. In many instances the 
mills are pleased with this turn in buying, as they will now be 
enabled to catch up with their orders. Manufacturers in almost 
every section are keeping their machines running on a good basis, 
and, apart from a little setback caused by bad weather, they have 
not been troubled with water conditions. With stock taking near 
at hand, the opinion prevails that the majority of jobbers and 
manufacturers will be able to show a very prosperous year. Re- 
ports from correspondents of THe Paper TraDE JOURNAL on mar- 
ket conditions in the various quarters are given herewith. 





TRADING HOLDS UP

Trade in paper lines continues to hold up about as well as ex- 
pected. This does not say that the volume of business is all that 
could be wished, or that there is any marked activity. Nevertheless, 
it is considered that, in view of unseasonable weather, which is hold- 
ing back some lines, the fact that it is the last month of the 
year and near stock taking time, business has been quite satisfac- 
tory. It is expected to continue about as it is, with possible spurts, 
until the first of the year. After the middle of January, or toward 
the 1st of February, barring unforeseen unfavorable circumstances, 
business is expected to be a good deal better. All lines are hold- 
ing steady. The local demand for news will be lessened somewhat 
by the suspension of the Daily World, but it will probably be more 
than made up by increases of the other dailies. Wrappings, straw 
and box moard continue strong. Old paper stocks are still in heavy 
demand, and there are no accumulations. 





BUSINESS REMAINS QUIET

Business among the local paper mills continues to be dull. Some 
of the mills that were shut down last week are running again, 
but other mills are idle this week for lack of orders.

SATISFACTORY JOBBING TRADE

Taking all things into consideration, the approach of the end of 
the year, unseasonable weather, the holiday season and the coming 
of a new party into national power, business in the paper industry 
of this season, especially among the jobbing end, is very satis- 
factory. The manufacturers of high grade papers have complained 
of a falling off in orders, but the makers of coarse grade papers 
have had more than they could take care of. It is considered that 
the condition among the high grade mills is only temporary and 
does not reflect general business conditions. A commendable feature 
of the trade during this fall has been the fact that prices have been 
strong on all grades. 

With an improvement in the printing industry has come a slight 
improvement in the demand for book papers, while the box board 





grades are holding their own surprisingly well. Wrapping papers 
and bags are the grades most largely called for at this time. The 
stock situation does not make any material change; while the buy- 
ing is not as active as earlier in the fall, talk continues of further 
advances in prices. 


GONDITIONS SATISFACTORY 
PHILADELPHIA, December 10, 1912.—There is most satisfactory 
condition of activity in the jobbing trade, the only difficulty being 
to get out orders quickly enough to satisfy the eleventh hour cus- 
tomers. Prices are firm all along the line, especially on book and 
news. The book mills about the city are all busy, the season con- 
tinuing much later than usual. 


LIVELY DEMAND FOR BETTER GRADES 

Dayton, Ohio, December 9, 1912.—A lively demand for the 
better grades of paper has existed for some time, a temporary 
interruption having occurred last month. Dealers in wrappings, 
twine and boxes have been busy continuously, and just now their 
activities have been intensified. An early Christmas shopping 
campaign has increased orders for these articles. Prices remain 
fairly firm, and there is not a single note of discord to be heard. 

All paper machinery plants are operating on large orders, and 
boiler plants are rushed to the limit, principally on Middle West 
orders. 

The bank clearings during the past month exceeded by nearly 
$1,000,000 those of the corresponding period of the previous year. 





BUSINESS GROWS QUIET 

APPLETON, Wis., December 10, 1912.—Wisconsin business has 
shown little if any change during the past week. Orders in 
some plants, however, are far from rushing, and it is expected 
the coming week will see some of the mills running on stock. 
Christmas week and the first two weeks in January are ‘sure to 
be quiet. Two manufacturers declared last week they had just 
business enough to keep their plants running, and that was all. 
The plant of the Fox River Paper Company, closed for a week, 
resumed operation yesterday. Prices are unchanged, and no 
change is looked for now until the business of the new year be- 
gins to make itself felt. 


NEWS PRINT FIRMER 


MonTrEAL, Que., December 10, 1912.—There are no changes in 
price to report during the week, though a firmer tone is noticea- 
ble in regard to news print. Some improvement is noted by a 
few mills in the demand for ground pulp, and the managements 
of the mills generally appear to have enough confidence in the 
outlook to keep on grinding at capacity for storage. 





THE PULP SITUATION IN FINLAND 

Mercator in its issue of November 15 sums up the Finnish 
situation as follows: 

The mechanical wood pulp market is described as satisfactory. 
The prices quoted at the beginning of this year have been well 
maintained, and most mills have no stocks worth mentioning. At 
the prices ruling several large contracts for protracted periods 
have been concluded. The output of mechanical pulp has in- 
creased considerably, a couple of new mills having been started 
and a few older ones being enlarged, but the market has been 
able to consume the increase. 

The production of mill boards is likely to increase shortly a 
good deal, the Strémsdal Company building a new factory and 
the Enso Company also planning an extension of their works. 

The chemical pulp trade has since the beginning of the year 
been able to register an increase of the prices, and the top prices 
do not appear to have been reached yet.

GANADIAN NEWS 


Demurrage Rates Increased—Forestry Association Seeks Legis- 
lation—Amalgamation of Bag Companies—New Incorpo- 
rations—Havoc of the Sawfly—Laurentide Acquires More 
Water Power—Ambursen Company Secures Contract for 
Donnacona Paper Company Plant—Organization Plans of 
Abitibbi Company— Water Storage Measures in Quebec— 
Ontario to Have Compensation Act—Spanish River Com- 
pany Installing Machinery. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENTS. ] 

Orrawa, Ont., December 10, 1912.—Shippers and consignees of 
pulp wood and paper are interested in an important decision 
handed down by the Dominion Railway Board last week, increas- 
ing the demurrage rate on freight cars on Canadian roads. The 
Cc. P. R., G. T. R., C. N. R. and Michigan Central roads some 
time ago made application for permission to increase their de- 
murrage charges on freight cars held by shippers beyond the free 
time allowed. They urged that by so doing at least 50 per cent. 
of the present car shortage against which shippers have been 
protesting would be eliminated. They asked for permission to 
increase the present demurrage rate of $1 per day to $2 the first 
day, and $3 and $4 for the second and third day, respectively, beyond 
the free time. 

The railway board in its decision has givén permission for an 
increase from $1 to $2 and $3 for the first and second day of 
demurrage. The order is to apply only to the period from De- 
cember 15 to March 31, and is in the nature of an experiment. 
Already, however, shippers are complaining. They urge that 
reciprocal ‘demurrage—that is, a system which would fine the rail- 
way as well as the shipper for delay in handling cars—be put in 
force. The matter is now under consideration of the board. 

At the same time the railway companies asked the commission 
to be allowed to make extra charges for cartage, and as the 
cartage of paper in Canada is invariably done by the railway com- 
panies, the paper mills are especially interested. The commission 
suspended the proposed increased charges, but will take up the 
matter at a further sitting, to be held on December 17. Meanwhile 
representative shippers are holding conferences with the railways, 
and the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association is also taking up 
the matter. The shippers, while not entirely satisfied with the 
railway cartage agents, on the whole prefer that the railways 
should do the cartage rather than do it themselves. At the same 
time, as the railways used to do this cartage for nothing, they 
do not think they should be compelled to pay so large a propor- 
tion of the increased cost of this work as 3 cents per 100 pounds. 
The railways, however, state that in some of the larger cities 
the cartage costs them as much as 5 cents per 100 pounds. It is 
probable, however, that an agreement will be arrived at between 
the railways and the shippers before the matter again comes up 
for hearing before the Railway Commission. 





Forestry Deputation Waits on Premier 

Orrawa, Ont., December 10, 1912.—A large and influential depu- 
tation from the Canadian Forestry Association last week waited 
on Premier R. L. Borden and Hon. Robert Rogers, Minister of 
the Interior, to present the resolutions passed at the meeting of 
the Canadian Forestry Association held in Victoria last Septem- 
ber. 

They urged that regulations be enacted to insure the proper 
disposal of tree tops and débris after lumbering, the prevention 
of settlement on lands suitable only for timber, that further forest 
reserves be established, and that all appointments to the forestry 
service be based on capability and experience, insured by a system 
of examinations. The deputation, which was promised consid- 
eration by the Prime Minister, comprised Senator Bostock, of 
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“Ottawa; W. C. J. Hall, of Quebec; -G. Y. Chown, of Toronto; 
William Little, of Montreal; Ellwood Wilson, of Grand Mere, 
Que.; Denis Murphy, George Murphy, Gordon C. Edwards and 
Hiram Robinson, of Ottawa, and Lieut.-Col, Harkom Melbourne, 


of Quebec. 





™ Bag Gompanies Amalgamation 

Orrawa, Ont., December 10, 1912.—The proposed amalgamation 
of the Smart Bag Company, of Montreal, and Woods, Ltd., of 
Hull, Que., will go into effect on January 1 next, the authorized 
capital of the new concern to be $5,000,000. The Woods Com- 
pany has a factory in Hull, and has agencies in Winnipeg, Cal- 
gary, Vancouver and Montreal, while the Smart~Bag Company 
has factories for the manufacture of paper and ther classes of 
bags in Montreal, Toronto and Winnipeg. The president and 
managing director of the new company will be Col. C. A. Smart, 
of Montreal, while Col. J. W. Woods, of this city, will be one 
of the vice presidents. 





The Abitibi Pulp and Paper Company 

Ottawa, Ont., December 10, 1912.—One of the largest pulp and 
paper incorporations yet announced is that of the recently organ- 
ized Abitibi Pulp and Paper Company, Ltd., which was tast week 
incorporated with Dominion charter and capital stock of $5,000,000. 
It will carry on the business of manufacturing, producing and 
dealing in pulp wood, wood pulp both mechanically and chemically 
prepared, and any and all kinds of paper and paper manufacture. 
The company will acquire big timber limits and erect factories, its 
head office to be at Montreal, Que. 





J. G. Wilson, Ltd., Incorporated 
Ortawa, Ont., December 10, 1912—J. C. Wilson, Ltd., is a 
newly incorporated pulp and paper company, which will carry on 
a big business, with head office at Montreal, Que. It has been 
incorporated at Ottawa with $1,000,000 capital, and will do a gen- 
eral pulp and paper business. 





New Supply of Wood for Pulp 


Ottawa, December 6, 1912.—The jackpine areas of eastern Can- 
ada, hitherto regarded as waste lands, are about to be utilized by 
paper and pulp. manufacturers. _ The Canadian _ manufacturers 
have been watching with interest the experiments with jackpine 
at the United States Forest Products Laboratory at Wausau, 
Wis., which were conducted in co-operation with the American 
Paper and Pulp Association. The rapid increase in the price of 
spruce pulp wood makes the discovery of a satisfactory partial 
substitute of importance now. 


In eastern Canada there are large areas of non-agricultural land 
where the old forest has been cut over and burned over repeatedly 
until the more valuable species have been destroyed, and where 
jackpine constitutes a large percentage of the stand. In the 
light of the experiments carried on in Wisconsin so successfully 
such lands are beginning to take on a new value. 





The Paper Trade and the Railways 

MontTrEAL, Que., December 10, 1912.—Shippers of both paper 
and pulp, as well as shippers of other commodities, have been 
considerably stirred up by the action of the Dominion Railway 
Commission in granting the application of the railway companies 
for increased demurrage charges on cars. There was strenuous 
opposition to the proposed charges, but the commission came to 
the conclusion that the railways had proved their contention that 
many consignees used cars simply as warehouses for storing 
their goods, thereby causing an artificial car shortage. They, 
therefore, granted demurrage charges for the winter months

Forests Devastated by the Sawfly 


MonTREAL, Que., December 10, 1912—Holders of pulp wood 
limits in certain sections of Quebec province have been making 
great complaint during the past season of enormous damage 
done to standing timber by the depredations of certain kinds of 
flies and bugs, and particularly the large larch sawfly which 
attacks and kills spruce and pine trees. The Dominion entymolo- 
gist, C. G. Hewitt, who has recently been conducting investigations 
into the ravages of this pest, states that in certain large districts 
it has destroyed from 50 to 100 per cent. of the tamarack and 
hackmatack trees, while J. Fletcher, an experienced observer, 
states that since its first appearance in 1882 it has caused the 
destruction of larches over millions of acres of land, particularly 
wiping this tree out in many large sections of eastern Canada. 
For a time the sawfly almost disappeared, but in 1909 and 1910 
it was seen that the tamarack trees along the railway line had 
been stripped of foliage all the way from New Brunswick almost 
to Winnipeg. This year not only has it been doing much damage 
in Quebec, but it has been seen in Saskatchewan almost as far 
west as Battleford, while engineers and surveyors report having 
seen much devastation by it from James Bay eastward to Labra- 
dor. 

In view of the importance of destroying this pest, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has now issued a pamphlet on the subject, 
but the pamphlet admits that human agency can do little to 
check the ravages of the insect, except by fostering the parisites 
of the fly. The larch sawfly is rather attractive in appearance, 
with a band of red around the after part of its body, and wings 
marked by yellow and brown geometrical figures. It is about the 
length of the familiar “bluebottle.” The eggs are deposited in 
the tender shoots of the trees. The twig either dies or is perma- 
nently injured and distorted. The larve in turn devour the 
foliage, and when they are numerous completely strip the tree. 
This process weakens the tree, and makes it liable to suffer from 
other parasites, which complete its destruction. The natural ene- 
mies of the sawfly are stated to be the field mole or meadow 
mouse, and the white footed or deer mouse. Many species of 
birds also feed on the larve, including the crow. The lesson is 
again that the wild bird is one of man’s best friends. Other in- 
sects also prey on the sawfly in its various stages, and experiments 
have been made in the introduction of Mesoleius Tenthredinis at 
the experimental farm at Ottawa, at the Algonquin National 
Park and at Ste. Agathe, immediately north of Montreal. The 
result is regarded as promising. 





Laurentide Purchases Water Power 

MonTREAL, Que., December 10, 1912—The only waterfall avail- 
able on the St. Maurice River around Grand Piles, Que., has 
been sold to the Latrentide Company, whose pulp and paper 
works are at Grand Mere. The price has not been made public, 
but the falls can easily develop 25,000 horse power by erecting a 
small dam. The plans of the company for using the falls have 
not yet been drawn. 





Gontract Let for Donnacona Paper Gompany Plant 


MontTrEAL, Que., December 10, 1912——The Ambursen Hydraulic 
Company has secured the contract for the erection of the plant 
of the Donnacona Paper Company on the Jacques Cartier River, 
Quebec. Construction has already begun on the news print mill, 
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which is to have a capacity of 100 tons a day, and it will be 
completed next year. In connection with the power plant there 
will be a dam 1,200 feet long and 140 feet high. 





To Open Up Pulp Woodlands 

MonTREAL, Que., December 10, 1912—The proposed Alberta, 
Peace River and Eastern Railway, which is to be built by a 
company of English financiers, of which Lord Farrer is the head, 
will open up large areas of pulp wood in the northern parts of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, and immediately west of Hudson’s 
Bay. The head office of the company behind this scheme is to be 
in Ottawa. The proposal is to build the line from the western 
shores of Hudson’s Bay across northern Canada to the Pacific 
Coast, a distance of 2,000 miles. The Government has already 
sanctioned the building of the first 400 miles of this line. 





Abitibbi Company Perfecting Plans 

MontrEAL, Que., December 10, 1912——Through the dropping of 
a line in a recent dispatch relating to the Abitibbi Pulp and Paper 
Company, it looked as if F. H. Anson denied the existence of 
that company. What he did deny was that he and his partner, Mr. 
Shirley Ogilvie, had sold large blocks of stock in the company. 
The company is now hard at work on organization plans, and it 
is expected that the pulp mill at Iroquois Falls will be in operation 
toward the latter part of next year. The company will add a 
plant for the making of news print in the following year. 





A Paper Plant for Medicine Hat 

Menpic1nE Hat, Alta., December 5, 1912—F. A. Barton and C, 
F. Schauo, of Calgary, were in Medicine Hat recently negotiating 
for the location here of a plant for the manufacture of heavy 
wrapping paper, straw board, sheathing paper and kindred prod- 
ucts, the raw material to be the vast quantity of straw, which, 
under present conditions, is discarded by the farmers as worth- 
less. These gentlemen held a meeting with the mayor and city 
council, and decided to locate the proposed factory in Medicine 
Hat. They asked for free gas, free site and certain minor con- 
cessions in the matter of taxation, to be determined later. 

The proposed plant will require 10 acres of land. Plans have 
been completed for the buildings, which will include a manufac- 
turing building 82 feet by 34 feet, two stories in height; a vat 
building for burning, washing and cooking of the straw, 42 by 
18 feet, and a warehouse for the storage of lime. The plant will 
cost nearly $150,000. 





A Workmen's Gompensation Act for Ontario 

Toronto, Ont., December 9, 1912.—Sir William Meredith, in 
whose hands has been placed the new Workmen’s Compensation 
Act for Ontario, returned from a trip through Europe last week 
and will apply the fresh information gained to the final draft of 
the measure. It is a fair certainty that Ontario will have such 
an act in force before another year goes by, as there is a strong 
agitation by workmen’s organizations, the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association and nearly all influential newspapers. The labor men 
have demanded a law in which the employer is shouldered with 
practically the entire burden, while the manufacturers as emphati- 
cally call for a contributory system in which employee as well as 
employer shall share. Sir William is a democratic, broadminded 
and most conscientious jurist and all parties are satisfied that sub- 
stantial justice to all elements will be found in whatever he 
recommends.

ALONG THE BLAGK RIVER 


High Water Resulting from Sudden Thaw Does Much Damage 
—Light and Power Company to Establish Trolley Line 
Between Watertown and Carthage—Scheme to Prevent 
Escape of Sulphuric Acid Gas—lInternational Closes Con- 
tract With New York Sun for Ten Thousand Tons—Paper 
Men Liberal to Y. M. C. A. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., December 9, 1912.—The sudden thaw fol- 
lowing a fall of about a foot of snow throughout this section 
caused a flood in Black River which caused considerable trouble 
among the paper manufacturers. The water reached almost the 
highest mark and several plants were forced down last week. 

The Bagley & Sewell Company was most affected. The high 
water forced the closing down of the water wheels, and thus the 
power in the machine shop was shut off. This forced the laying 
off of 200 machinists for a couple of days. The high water also 
compelled a discontinuance of work on the company’s new dam 
now under construction. 

Superintendent Hazel, of the International Paper Company, 
stated that unless the flood abates the two fourdrinier machines 
operated in the Ontario mill would have to be closed down and the 
seventy paper makers given a vacation. 
bookings of the company a delay at this time would mean a serious 
setback. 

The basement of the Harmon machine shop has been flooded 
and a boiler entirely submerged. Considerable damage has been 
done in this shop and also in the shop of the New York Air Brake 
Company at the Mill street dam, where the water is rushing in 
torrents. 

All the paper manufacturers along the river have experienced 
more or less trouble with this flood, bit a turn to colder weather 
has eliminated further danger. 

A flume connected with the Ontario Talc Company’s mill at 
Fullerville was damaged by the high water in the Oswegatchie 
River. While it was possible to operate the plant at reduced pro- 
duction, it was closed down a few days last week for repairs to 
the damaged flume. 


Generous Gontributions to Y. M. G. A. 


Watertown, N. Y., December 9, 1912.—Prominent paper manu- 
facturers in this section have taken the leading places as philan- 
thropists during a campaign for funds for a $200,000 Y. M. C. A. 
building, which is now being carried on here this week. Among 
the ten men who are contributing $10,000 each to the fund are 
George C. Sherman, of the St. Regis Paper Company; G. H. P. 
Gould, of the Gould Paper Company; J. M. Gamble, of the Dexter 
Board Company, and others for lesser amounts. Mr. Sherman 
and J. B. Taylor, of the Watertown Light and Power Company, 
have each contributed $5,000 to the Masonic Temple fund. 





Gonnect Watertown and Garthage by Trolley 
Watertown, N. Y., December 9, 1912.—It has just been an- 
nounced that the Watertown Light and Power Company has de- 
cided to construct a trolley line between this city and Carthage. 
The company has in course of construction a heavy transmission 
line between Carthage and Black River, which will carry 40,000 
horse power. This power is far in excess of that required to sup- 


ply the lighting system in Carthage, and although it is figured that _ 


several paper manufacturing plants and other manufacturing plants 
will use power from the line for the operation of machines, it is 
certain that there will be a sufficient surplus to handle the trolley 
line. 

Within the past few months the power company has been making 
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In view of the large’ 









surveys at the upper end of Black River to determine just what 
water power can be developed from the present holdings. When 
the local power company secured its right of way from Carthage 
to Black River a direct line was insisted upon, even at an addi- 
tional expense in some cases. Heavy steel poles are being erected 
with concrete bases capable of carrying enormous power are being 
erected. It is believed .that with this proposed line there would 
result great benefits to the many paper manufacturing industries 
scattered along the course, and mean a great accommodation to 
the men who work at the plants. 


To Prevent Escape of Sulphuric Acid Gas 

Watertown, N. Y., December 9, 1912.—A new and novel system 
for the prevention of the escape of sulphuric acid gas will be in- 
stalled at the new paper mill to be constructed at Glen Park by 
the International Paper Company. An extensive underground 
piping system is to be used for the storage of the sulphuric acid 
and in no way can the fumes of the acid escape into the air. Thus 
the objectionable fumes that are prevalent in the vicinity of sul- 
phite mills along the Black River will be eliminated, if this system 
proves a success, 

It is said that in Rochester and in other cities where sulphite 
mills are in operation action has been taken by the city govern- 
ment to compel the mill owners to install systems to prevent the 
escape of the gas. It is claimed that the gases destroy foliage 
and vegetation, and are not healthful to mankind. 





International Gets 10,000 Ton Contract 


Watertown, N. Y., December 9, 1912.—The International Paper 
Company recently received an order to supply 10,000 tons of paper 
to the New York Sun. This order displaces the contract with the 
Great Northern Paper Company, which formerly supplied the Sun. 
It is understood that a part of the paper for this contract will be 
supplied by the local mills of the International Paper Company. 





Section of Massena Ganal Caves In 

Watertown, N. Y., December 9, 1912.—A section of the Mas- 
sena Canal, measuring about 200,000 cubic yards, caved in one day 
last week. This will be a bad handicap to the work of deepening 
the canal, which was under operation. F. A. Stoughton, superin- 
tendent of the Aluminum Company of America, stated that the 
cave-in would not stop the operations of the mill, but that the 
work of dredging would be held up for a week. 


New Paper Mill in Operation 


Bocatusa, La., December 7, 1912—The Southern Wood Dis- 
tillers and Fibre Company, located in Northwest-Bogalusa, have 
started the operation of its mammoth paper mill. The paper, to 
be made from yellow pine refuse, in the past has been made by 
what is known as the “soda-ash process.” Under the new process, 
patented by this mill, box board paper is made from a process 
half mechanical and half soda, the cost being reduced and the 
fibre increased. On the first day’s run, which was experimental, 
the plant turned out approximately 25 tons, which teésted 205, as 
against the ordinary 100 test paper. Two thicknesses of paper 
was manufactured, and experts say it surpassed their expecta- 
tions. This mill is built on a larger scale than is at present re- 
quired for its output, the integtion being to add two more units 
to its plant. While a sewer, to be used as an outlet to the mill 
refuse was being dug, at a depth of twelve feet a strata of white 
clay 14 inches thick and 200 feet. long was struck. The clay had 
all the appearance of value.

FROM HOLYOKE 
Mayor White and Others Hard at Work on Behalf of Connecticut 


River Improvements—Massachusetts Forestry Association 
Establishing Branch in Holyoke—Value of Estate of Late 
Patrick Garvan Filed by Appraisers—Contract Awarded 
for Paper Towels. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., December 10, 1912—Mayor White represented 
this city at. the Rivers and Harbors Congress in Washington last 
week. He attended the Congress in the interests of the Connec- 
ticut River Navigation Association, whose object is to make this 
river navigable from Holyoke to Long Island Sound. One per- 
son from each State was selected to speak at the meetings of the 
Congress, and Mayor White had the honor of speaking for Mas- 
sachusetts. His honor told of the wonderful commercial advan- 
tages that would come to Holyoke and other places on the Con- 
necticut River when the stream is made navigable and explained 
very clearly the situation in this city as to the great need of some 
competitor for the great freight traffic in his vicinity, which was 
now monopolized by the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad and its branches. As a result of the Mayor’s speech am 
the work of others from this State and Connecticut who at- 
tended the Congress it is expected that among the items in the 
next appropriation of the Rivers and Harbor bill will be one for 
over one million dollars for Connecticut River navigation. Con- 
gressman George P. Lawrence, from this district, has promised 
to ask for such an appropriation. Much confidence is felt by 
those interested in the movement that a large appropriation will 
be granted for the project by this session of Congress on account 
of the careful work of education among the Senators and Con- 
gressmen during the session of the Rivers and Harbors Congress 
last week by the visiting delegations from Massachusetts and 
Connecticut. The delegates made a special effort to meet the 
Senators and Congressmen personally and to interest them in 
the subject and emphasize the importance of navigation of the 
Connecticut to the manufacturing interests of every town and 
city on the river between this city and tidewater. 





President Garey Addresses Brotherhood 


Hotyoxe, Mass., December 10, 1912.—President Jeremiah T. 
Carey, of the International Brotherhood of Paper Makers, ad- 
dressed a large meeting of paper makers in this city on Sunday 
last.

Power Company, and Edward T. Towne, of the National Blank 
Book Company.

Hotyoke, Mass., December 10, 1912—The inventory of the 
estate of the late Patrick Garvan, of Hartford, Conn., has been 
filed by the appraisers. Mr. Garvan was president of the P. 
Garvan Company, Inc., paper stock dealers of this city and New 
York city. He died while on a trip abroad last September. The 
value of the estate is nearly a million dollars. During his lifetime 
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Mr. Garvan gave thousands of dollars to charitable institutions. 
The inventory of the Garvan estate, summarized, is as follows:

Gontract Let to Supply Paper Towels 

Hotyoxe, Mass., December 10, 1912——The contract to supply 
the Holyoke public schools with paper towels for the 1912-13 
school year was awarded last week by the Board of Education to 
the O’Connell-Quirk Paper Company, of this city. Under the law 
passed by the last Legislature in this State paper towels must re- 
place the cloth towels in all public places. The towels to be fur- 
nished by the O’Connell-Quirk Company will be manufactured by 
the Japanese Tissue Mills of this city.

Power Merger in Montana 
Butte, Mont., December 6, 1912,—The Butte Electric Light and 
Power Company and its affiliated companies, owning reservoirs 
and operating plants upon the Jefferson, Madison, Missouri and 
Yellowstone rivers, are to be merged into the new Montana Power 
Company. All the transmission lines will be or have been inter- 
connected, a great new reservoir already begun, will be formed by 
damming the Missouri at Wolf Creek, and a new hydro-electric 
plant will be located there. Surveys and borings for another great 
dam with hydro-electric development has been commenced at the 
Great Falls of the Missouri, where it is proposed to develop a 
manufacturing centre similar to those created by the hydro-electric 

developments at Niagara and at Sault Ste. Marie.

Examining Indian Township Lands to Determine Flowage Dam- 
age—Hbollingsworth & Whitney Subscribe Liberally to Anti- 
Tuberculosis Association—Lumber Cut Not to Be Reduced 
—Fire Losses of Ninety-nine Years Ago—Proposed In- 
crease of Freight Rates Suspended—Movement to Reduce 
Cost of Living.

Avucusta, Me., December 10, 1912—Chief Engineer Cyrus C. 
Babb, of the State Water Storage Commission, in whose hands 
was left the settlement of the flowage of the Indian Township lands 
by the St. Croix Paper Company in the erection of its monster 
Woodland dam, made a trip to Princeton, last week, to make a 
detailed examination of the territory. It is probable that upon 
Engineer Babb’s findings will be based the action of the Governor’s 
council in the matter. 





Gonditions Unfavorable to Lumber Gamps 


Bancor, Me., December 10, 1912.—Unfavorable conditions in the 
woods and a scarcity of men for the lumber camps are seriously 
hampering lumbermen in getting out the winter’s cut of timber in 
northern Maine. The snow came so early that the ground was not 
frozen, and for this reason many of the woods roads are reported 
to be almost impassable. In some places where plans had been 
made to operate on low lands, or in swampy country, lumbermen 
report that they have been obliged to abandon the work entirely. 
The swamps are filled with water, and the heavy covering of snow, 
in some places 18 inches deep, will prevent them from freezing 
sufficiently to go on them and get the timber, 





Pulp Wood Steamers Meet Bad Weather 


PortLanp, Me., December 10, 1912.—The pulp wood steamers that 
came in here last week from the provinces report very rough trips. 
The steamer Newport News, which came here for the last time this 
season with logs for the International Paper Company, from Dal- 
housie, N. B., reported the worst weather of the season. One day 
the steamer passed through a lot of pulp wood, showing that 
some steamer had spilled part of her deckload. The Norhilda, a 
small craft, also had rough experiences on the sea. 


Will Not Reduce Timber Gut 

WATERVILLE, Me., December 10, 1912.—Notwithstanding the re- 
ports to the effect that the Hollingsworth & Whitney Company 
would not cut as many logs as usual this year, W. J. Lanigan, 
superintendent of the logging department, stated, to THE PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL correspondent, last week, that the company will 
conduct just as extensive operations as in the past few years, 
which means that the cut will be from 30,000,000 to 35,000,000 feet. 
The rumor had been that owing to the cheapness of Canadian pulp 
logs, the H, & W. Co. would buy some of these logs, and let their 
lands in the northern part of Maine rest for a few years. Mr. 
Lanigan states that this report is without foundation. 





H. & W.’s Generous Donation 

WATERVILLE, .Me., December 10, 1912.—Rev. Cyrus Flint Stim- 
son, of this city, in announcing the gift of $1,000 from the Hol- 
lingsworth & Whitney Company, of Winslow, for the new Central 
Maine Tuberculosis Sanitarium, which is designed to afford free 
consumption treatment to poor people, makes the following state- 
ment : 

“The Hollingsworth & Whitney Company has shown a generous 
interest in the extensive project of the Central Maine Anti-Tuber- 
culosis Association from the very beginning, and have been among

President Waldo E. Pratt at the Boston office, and laid the whole 
matter before him, meanwhile having presented the whole work 
of the dispensary and sanatorium to the appointed representative 
of the company, James L. Dean, of Winslow. The receipt of a 
$1,000 check from President Pratt is a most gratifying advancement 
of the cause.” 


Reducing the High Gost of Living 

Rumrorp, Me., December 9, 1912.—On account of the high price 
of coal that prevails in Rumford and elsewhere, both the Inter- 
national Paper Company and the Oxford Paper Company are sell- 
ing soft coal to their employees at cost, delivering the coal in small 
lots to each of the employees desiring it. 

Another movement which is expected to be of great benefit to 
the mill employees here is to form a co-operative store for the sale 
of groceries and provisions. A mass meeting was held at one of 
the theatres Sunday afternoon, which was very largely attended. 
Martin L. Griffin, head chemist at the Oxford mill, presided, and 
on the platform with him were Daniel McMaster, assistant super- 
intendent, and Robert Clunie, foreman of the paper machines. The 
plant as at present formulated is to sell shares of stock to the 
employees of the mill and other citizens of the town sufficient to 
start the co-operative store on a good scale. Provisions are to be 
sold to all at regular market prices, but at stated times a dividend 
is to be paid to all stockholders, proportionate to the amount of 
their purchases. This system of co-operative storekeeping works 
exceptionally well in Scotland, where at times dividends as high 
as 20 per cent. are paid on the stock. A committee of organiza- 
tion composed of representative men from all the mills has the 
matter in charge and expect to report soon for real action. 





A Generous Donation 
WATERVILLE, Me., December 10, 1912—The Keyes Fibre Com- 
pany, manufacturers of papyrus plates, through its president, M. 
L. Keyes, has just given $500 to the Central Maine Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Association for its proposed new sanitarium. 





What Mill Plants Were Worth Ninety-nine Years Ago 

Westsrook, Me., December 10, 1912.—Paper mill men, who in 
these days are used to thinking of valuation of plants in the 
millions, will read with interest a short item from the Portland 
Eastern Argus, of October 7, 1813, just a little more than ninety- 
nine years ago: 

“Wednesday, the 24th of September, at Saccarappa, were de- 
stroyed by fire the paper mill, with its whole apparatus, about 
20 tons of rags (except 4 or 5 tons partly consumed, preserved 
after the fire subsided) and about 20 reams of writing paper. 
There were also burned three saw mills, the clothier’s dyehouse, a 
grist mill, the fulling mill and two machines for carding wool. 
The fire originated in the paper mill, and was first discovered be- 
tween I and 2 o'clock in the afternoon. All persons had left it 
as early as 9 or 10 in the forenoon. The paper mill belonged to 
Messrs. Partridge & Tower. The loss cannot be estimated at less 
than $10,000 to $20,000.” 

The Saccarappa mentioned is a part of Westbrook. It is in- 
teresting to note that even a century ago, Westbrook, which has 
since been named “The. Paper City,” had its paper mills. But 
what a difference in valuation! The paper mill mentioned, only one 
of several mills that were destroyed, was perhaps worth about 
$3,000. In that case, where there were thousands invested in

IN MIAMI VALLEY 


Dayton Will Be Made a Port of Entry—Nixon & Costello Pur- 
chase Building Sites—Rates for State Liability Insurance 
Are Being Reduced—Interest Shown in Appointment of 
Industrial Commissioners. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, December 7, 1912.—Manufacturers aré alive to the 
necessity of keeping the custom house intact in this city, a recent 
move having been made to consolidate it with the Cincinnati 
office, which would place Miami Valleyites at a great disadvantage. 
Coated paper manufacturers and others who use imported materials 
are gratified over Congressman Cox’s efforts this week to not anly 
retain the office for Dayton but enlarge its scope of operations. 

The Third District Congressman conferred last Saturday with 
Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh and succeeded in convincing 
him that the Dayton custom office, instead of being merged with 
the Cincinnati office, should be extended and placed on an inde- 
pendent basis. 

Under the present arrangement imports for Dayton must clear 
through a port of entry. Dayton is designated as simply having a 
surveyor’s office. By the new plan as suggested by Congressman 
Cox customs goods will come direct from foreign points of con- 
signment and clear directly through the local office. Whatever re- 
lation the Dayton port will have with Cincinnati and Cleveland will 
be purely one of accounting. In customs matter and receipt of 
goods it will be on a parity with both of these cities. 

The Champion Coated Paper Company clears through the Day- 
ton port extensively, and this, as well as other firms, are inter- 
ested in the extension of the Gem City office. 





Bottle Wrapping Goncern Buys Real Estate 

Dayton, Ohio, December 9, 1912.—Morris Costello, the head of 
the Peerless Paper Company, the latest concern to establish a paper 
mill in Dayton, disposed of six city lots last Saturday to the Nixon 
& Costello Company, manufacturers of bottle wrappers. The con- 
sideration is not known. 

The properties conveyed include two lots on the west side of 
Sears street, where the bottle wrapping plant is located, and in- 
dicates a further extension of that business. 

Nixon & Costello Company are the pioneer bottle wrapping 
manufacturers of this section. Their consumption of the entire 
output of the Levis Paper Company led Mr. Costello to take over 
the plant when the opportunity was offered, and subsequently re- 
sulted in the erection of a splendid new paper mill in North 
Dayton. 





Reducing Liability Insurance Rates 

Dayton, Ohio, December 9, 1912——The State Board of Liability 
Teports that it has a surplus on hand on business done between 
March and November 14 of $98,489.08. 

The board has collected in that time in premiums from employers 
who have joined the compensation plan to insure their workers for 
injuries which may be sustained while pursuing their vocations the 
sum of $108,656.85. Only $10,167.76 had been paid out in the way 
of compensation to injured employees or their dependents. 

It is this large surplus that leads the members of the board, 
of which Morris Woodhull, of this city, is president, to believe that 
its rates are too high, and as a result they are being reduced 
materially. 

Reductions of from 15 to 65 per cent. were announced last week, 
and as these cuts were made with only eight months’ experience 
it is believed even more favorable terms will be given employers of 
all classes. Paper manufacturers and paper mill machinery men 
are especially interested in the proposition, a number of Miami 
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Valley concerns having insured their men under the Ohio laws 
which were recently enacted. Paper box and bucket plants and 
novelty factories are also represented largely. 

All members of the board agree that the reduction in rates will 
result in a flood of new business, and already many additions have 
been made. Heretofore, liability insurance men have been the 
greatest barrier, but the tide seems to be turning in favor of the 
State system of compensation for injured workmen. 





Interest in Industrial Commission Appointments 

Dayton, Ohio, December 9, 1912.—Considerable interest has been 
manifested in manufacturing circles in the appointment to be 
made by President Taft on the Industrial Commission. So import- 
ant is the post that President John Kirby, Jr., of the National 
Manufacturers’ Association, of this city, went to Beverly when 
the Executive was sojourning there to confer with him on the 
matter. Just who may be favored by the Ohio and Miami Valley 
tradesmen is not known exactly, but during the past few weeks 
sentiment in the State seems to have crystallized on the appointment 
of John N. Willys, a millionaire manufacturer, of northern Ohio. 
Senator Burton is understood to have recommended Willys, and 
Mr. Taft is reported to have authorized the Senator to ask Willys 
if he would accept. 

The position will be honorary in a way, as it will pay but $10 
per day, which would be a small inducement for a successful manu- 
facturer. The commission will consist of nine members, three of 
whom will be representatives of the employers, employees and the 
general public, respectively. They will investigate with the view 
of bringing about better relations between capital and labor, im- 
proving the general condition of working men, and will report 
on other industrial and economical questions. 

Ohio is particularly anxious to be represented on the commission, 
and the location of the headquarters of the National Manufacturers’

Paper Gompany Seeks Injunction 

Atpany, N. Y., December 9, 1912.—An application by the 
Stevens-Thompson Paper Company for an injunction restraining 
the Boston Manufacturing Company from preventing or ob- 
structing the flow through the canal of waters of the Battenkill 
river, was argued in Supreme Court chambers in Schenectady 
last week before Justice Edward C. Whitmyer, without a jury. 
The application for injunction refers to the flow to which the 
plaintiff company claims to be entitled, and would restrain the 
defendant company from maintaining a wing dam, or wall, at a 
height which would permit any of the waters to which the plaintiff 
claims to be entitled from flowing back into the Battenkill, and 
not passing through the canal.. The injunction would also re- 
strain the defendant company from maintaining any structure on, 
and from trespassing on the lands of the plaintiff company, be- 
tween the centre of the Battenkill and the easterly side of the 
river. 

The litigation is a Washington county case. The attorneys for 
the plaintiff are Judge W. S. Ostrander, Surrogate of Saratoga 
county, and Senator Edgar T. Brackett, of Saratoga. The legal 
talent representing the defendant company consists of Herbert 
Van Kirk, of Greenwich; William Nottingham, of Syracuse, and 
A. C. Coon, of Oswego. 

Justice Whitmyer reserved decision on the application for in- 
junction.

Grand Rapids Paper and Pulp Company Has Right to Add to 
Height of Dam—La Crosse Water Power Company Ex- 
pected to Reorganize in a Few Days—Employers Approve 
of Compensation Law—Will Develop Extensive Water 
Power—Income Tax May Be Amended—Hugh Boyle to 
Remain Wtih Wolf River Company. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


AppLeton, Wis., December 10, 1912——Wisconsin ultra-progres- 
sive Governor and his henchmen apparently again “went off half 
cocked” last week when the State Attorney General was directed 
to at once start action against the Grand Rapids Paper and Pulp 
Company, of Biron, to restrain that corporation from raising its dam 
at Biron, for the Attorney General has instructed the Governor that 
he refuses to bring the suit for the reason that the law of 1893, 
which has not been repealed, gives the corporation a perfect right 
to build the dam to the height proposed, which is about 7 feet 
higher than the present structure, 

As was announced in this correspondence a week ago, Governor 
McGovern, upon the advice of the Railroad Rate Commission, 
instructed the Attorney General to immediately bring “injunctional 
proceedings against the Grand Rapids company, restraining that 
corporation from continuing its work of raising the Biron dam, 
citing the original charter authorizing George S. Biron, his heirs 
and assigns, to build a dam at the designated point to a height 
of 8 feet. 

It has been discovered*by the Attorney General, however, and 
others interested in the dam construction, that the Legislature of 
1893, passed an act empowering the same parties to build a dam at 
the same point to a height of 13 feet. This, according to the find- 


ings of the Attorney General and the company, is precisely what 
is being done. 


Reorganization of La Grosse Water Power Company 

AppLeton, Wis., December 10, 1912.—It is expected that within 
the next ten days or two weeks the reorganization of the La Crosse 
Water Power Company will be effected and the vast property in 
that city, representing an investment of about $1,500,000, will again 
be on its feet. A proposition will be submitted to the bondholders 
of the company this week, and indications now point to a favorable 
consummation of the deal and a reorganization of the company. 
The new deal will include the La Crosse City Railway and the 
Winona Railway and Light Company and the Hatfield Dam and 
Power Company, this latter being the most extensive water power 
development in the western part of Wisconsin. In addition to the 
capitalization of $1,500,000, there will probably be a bond issue 
of $2,400,000. 


Extensive Water Power Development 

AppLeton, Wis., December 10, 1912—With the announcement of 
last week that the Wisconsin Traction, Light, Heat and Power 
Company of Appleton had secured a ninety-nine year lease upon 
the property of the Green Bay and Mississippi Canal Company, at 
Kaukauna, where eight years ago upward of $200,000 was ex- 
pended in the erection of an electrical power plant which has never 
been operated, comes the word that extensive water power de- 
velopment is included in the deal. John I. Beggs, president of 
the traction company, has not been in Appleton since the closing of 
the deal, and for that reason details of the plan have not been 
given out. It is unofficially stated, however, that the lower water 
power in Kaukauna will be developed and that ‘the traction com- 
pany when it completes its work in the down river city will be in 
a position to supply electrical power for practically every city 
within a radius of 20 miles. As soon as his power plant and dam 


at Gardner Dam is completed John I. Beggs will be the largest 
dealer in electric energy in Wisconsin, 


Gompensation Act Popular 

AppLeton, Wis., December 10, 1912.—The workmen’s compensa- 
tion law of Wisconsin is constantly increasing in popularity. 
Scarcely a week passes but what some of the larger employers of 
the State are coming under its provisions. Two acceptances in- 
volving 1,400 employees were filed with the industrial commission 
at Madison last week. At the present time 548 employers are 
operating under the act, and the total number of employees affected 
by the acceptance of their employers is 73,000, about one-third of 
the total in the State. The latest of the Appleton concerns to ac- 
cept its provisions is the Boyd Coated Paper Company, which filed 
its acceptance last week. 


May Amend Income Tax Law 

AppLeton, Wis., December 10, 1912.—On the day that Governor 
McGovern, of Wisconsin, was in Richmond, Va., attending the 
congress of governors, and on the day he was booked for an ad- 
dress on the Wisconsin income tax law, in which he stated the 
Wisconsin law was “air tight,” State newspapers were privileged 
to print the income taxes paid by individuals and corporations, 
Everywhere in the State figures that it was expected would be 
kept secret were put out in public print. In Neenah, for instance, 
the income tax paid by individuals and corporations there were 
printed and in the list of corporations appeared those paid by the 
Neenah Times Company, which was $2.42, the smallest paid by 
any Neenah company, and that of the Kimberly-Clark Paper Com- 
pany, $6,385.45, which was the largest paid by any corporation 
there. The income tax law will be one of the matters that will 
receive attention at the coming session of the Legislature, when 
efforts will be made to so amend it. 


ugh Boyle to Remain at Shawano 
App.Leton, Wis., December 10, 1912.—Several days ago announce- 
ment was made that Hugh Boyle, superintendent of the plant of 
the Wolf River Paper and Fibre Company, had resigned to take 
a similar position with the Menasha Paper Company, at Lady- 
smith. Today it is learned, however, that Mr. Boyle has accepted 
a proposition made by the Wolf River people,.and will remain 
at Shawano. He was to have gone to Ladysmith to assume the 
superintendency of the Menasha Paper Company’s plant, which 
was in the nature of a distinct promotion. He had arranged to 
remain in charge of the mills at both Shawano and Ladysmith 
until the Wolf River Company was able to secure a satisfactory 
man in his place. The change was to have been made immediately. 
Mr. Boyle has been with the Wolf River Company ever since its 
organization about a dozen years ago. In fact, he assisted in the 
installation of some of the machinery, and supervised the installa- 

tion of the second paper machine several years ago.

Among the firms suffering heavy losses were the 
Wagner Printing Comapny and the Doty Manufacturing Company 

Twenty boys went on strike at the factory of-the Albany Per- 
forated Wrapping Paper Company, at Albany, N. Y., recently, ask- 
ing an advance of one cent on their wages of 15 and 16 cents an 
hour tending machines. At the office of the company it was said 
by a member of the firm that a new corps of operators had been 
secured. 

The action of Leslie G. Demmon against the Union Bag and 
Paper Company has been discontinued and a stipulation to that 
effect has been filed in the county clerk’s office at Ballston Spa, 
N. Y. The action was to recover damages for the alleged pollution 
of Kayaderosseras Creek by refuse from the company’s mills in 
Ballston Spa. 

E. Lemieux & Son, 55 St. Francois Xavier street, Montreal, 
Canada, well known real estate agents, have recently added to 
their business the handling of first class timber limits and pulp 
wood.

westerly wind was blowing, and the plant of the Waldorf Paper 
Box Company, 400 feet west of the paper stock building, was 
threatened. Several firemen had narrow escapes from injury from 
live wires, which fell on the street directly in front of the burning 
building. 


Hews of the Mills 


It has been announced that the Lakeside Paper Company, which 
has been doing business less than a year in the new mill at Neenah, 
Wis., will install another $60,000 paper making machine and also 
construct a large addition to the finishing room. 

Fire destroyed the power house and sluice gates of the Dryden 
Timber and Pulp Company at Dryden, Ont., 200 miles east of Win- 
nipeg, Man., recently. The loss will reach $100,000, which, it is 
said, falls on Harris & Harris, contractors, of Toronto. The work 
was nearly completed. 

Joseph Parent, a teamster in the employ of the Agawam Paper 
Company, of Mittineague, Mass., was painfully injured last week, 
when in attempting to catch a case which was falling from the 
wagon he slipped and fell. He sprained his ankle and injured the 
ligaments of his leg so seriously that he will be confined to his 
home for some time. 

The Manchester Paper Mills, Richmond, Va., whose building 
was destroyed by fire some time ago, have started to clear the 
site. It is understood that the company will build a new and 
modern plant on the site where the old building stood. It is ex- 
pected that the land will be in condition to begin work on the 
building within a few days. 

A fire in the cupola of the Uncas Paper Mills at Thamesville, 
Conn., on Thursday afternoon of last week, proved too much for 
the fire apparatus of the mill. An alarm was sent to the Norwich 
fire department, which had the fire under control within fifteen 
minutes. The origin is unknown. The cupola, which is over the 
dryers on the machine as a ventilator, was 12 feet square, and was 
completely destroyed. A new asbestos roof on the building saved 
it from total destruction. The loss will not exceed $500. 

Watertown, N. Y., men are interested in the Escanaba Pulp 
and Paper Company, which has erected a pulp mill at what is known 
as the second dam on the river, and has contracted with the Rhine- 
lander Paper Company to take the product for one year. It is 
probable that at the end of that time a paper mill may also be 
erected by the parties interested and the Rhinelander Company. 
The stockholders in the pulp mill holdings are the same as those 
in the Escanaba Traction Company, in which considerable Water- 
town capital is placed. 

The Carolina Paper Pulp Company’s plant at James City, N. C.,. 
was sold under the hammer some days ago The auctioneer 
knocked the property down to the highest bidder, who was W. A 
McIntosh. He was representing the New Bern Iron Works and’ 
the Hyman Supply Company. The property, consisting of one 
building, boilers, engines, pumps, electric dynamos, paper machine 
and some office fixtures, brought $5,435. The parties purchasing 
the property did it as a matter of speculation; some of the ma- 
chinery may be used, but most of it will be sold as junk. 

The plant of the Rockingham Paper Company, manufacturer of 
tissue paper, Bellows Falls, N. Y., was destroyed by fire last week, 
the loss being estimated at nearly $100,000, partially covered by 
insurance. The fire started among some bales of waste paper in 
the basement of the machine room and soon spread to an adjoining 
three story building used as a stock room, bleach room and engine 
room. A hot air explosion blew out the sides of this building and 
broke the main sprinkler pipe, and the efforts of the firemen were 
then concentrated in preventing the spread of the fire to the mills of 
the Moore & Thompson Company and the pulp mill of the Inter- 
national Paper Company.

Correspondence a Pleasure 
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A Precedent for “Constructive Deliveries ”’ 


The State Supreme Court in Brooklyn last week rendered judg- 
ment in a case involving a ‘comparatively insignificant amount but 
fraught with momentous consequences to the trade. The matter 
in dispute involved two points of law in which shippers are par- 
ticularly interested. It has been decided in the first place that 
“constructive deliveries,” as defined by the railroads and other 
common carriers, are not deliveries at all, and again that if a 
carrier fails to notify a consignor of the non-delivery of a ship- 
ment through some unforeseen circumstance, for which, he, the 
consignor, was not responsible, the carrier renders himself liable 
for consequences. 

The case we refer to is the suit of George Carrizzo & Co., of 
Brooklyn, paper stock dealers, against the New York, Susque- 
hanna & Western Railroad to recover the value of eleven car loads 
of baled paper, shipped to Charles W. Bell, as receiver, for the 
Traders’ Paper Board Company, at the mill of the last named 
concern at Bogota, N. J., the value of the consignment being 
stated at $582.57. 

The suit was originated by Mr. Carrizzo, through his attorneys, 
Palmieri & Wichsler, about four years ago, and the circumstances 
may be thus briefly described: The goods were duly ordered by 
the receiver for the paper company, and the terms of the contract 
specified that delivery should be made. Bogota not being an exten- 
sive manufacturing town, but three or four private sidings are all 
that its manufacturing capacity requires, and one of these belonged 
to the Traders’ Paper Board Company. When the eleven cars ar- 
rived, it was claimed by the railroad officials that this particular 
siding was crowded and that there was, therefore, no means of 
making a prompt delivery, though the consignee was notified. 
The railroad people also claimed that forty-eight hours had inter- 
vened before they were able to get a clear entrance to the ware- 
house of the consignees, and that in the meantime demurrage 
charges had accumulated to the extent of one dollar per car or 
eleven dollars in all. The consignees refused to pay this extra 
charge upon the grounds that their siding had not been unduly 
crowded, and that the failure to make delivery had been due to 
negligence on the part of the railroad. This claim was afterwards 
substantiated in court. The railroad refused to deliver the goods 
until the eleven dollars demurrage charges had been paid, and the 
cars were shunted to a convenient siding, there to remain until 
some three hundred dollars charges had accumulated. 

Then the railroad sold the consignment and reimbursed itself 
for the storage. It had, however, neglected to give notice to the 
consignors, and as the receiver for the Traders’ Board Company 
could not be held responsible, since delivery of the goods had not 
been made to him, there was nothing left for the consignors to 
do but to sue the railroad for the value of the consignment. 


Judgment for the consignors was delivered about three years 
ago, which, however, for technical errors, was reversed on appeal, 
but with the right to bring action anew. The result last week 
was a judgment for the second time in their favor. 

This case, because of the points involved, which often have 
afforded a bone of contention between shippers and carriers, has 
been watched with unusual interest. That it will be appealed 
seems to be a foregone conclusion. 

The railroad avers that its responsibility to make delivery ceased 
when it tendered delivery by notice of arrival. But the question 
to decide seems to be one of fact rather than one of law, unless 
the law and business sense are, as frequently happens, at variance. 
Had the private siding of the Traders’ Board Company been so 
crowded that the railroad could not make delivery after having 
notified the consignees, then it would seem that the responsibility 
for the extra charges would rightfully rest upon them. But, the 
evidence went to show that the siding was not unduly crowded, 
and that if it were, the fault lay with the road’s agents, who were 
negligent in removing the empties. Consequently the railroad 
was to blame. Then it was held by the court that failure to notify 
the consignors of the non-delivery rendered the carrier responsible 
for the goods which it had contracted to deliver but had failed to 
do. Whatever may be the ultimate decision on points of law, the 
justice of the judgment in favor of Messrs. Carrizzo cannot be 
questioned by any sensible business man, and it is to be hoped 
thatthe verdict will be upheld and a precedent in law established 
at the same time which will define without question the obliga- 
tions of consignors, consignees and common carriers in all similar 
cases. 


Working for Vocational Schools 

In Philadelphia last Thursday, Friday and Saturday, the Na- 
tional Society for the Promotion of Industrial Education held its 
sixth annual convention. The attendance was large and represen- 
tative of that class of men who do the most work of the most 
practical kind for the advancement of the nation along industrial 
lines. 

The greatness of a nation primarily depends upon the skill and 
enterprise of her workingmen, and if the chance is not given to 
the youth of the country to acquire the skill and knowledge neces- 
sary to successful enterprise, the nation must either fall back in 
the race of progress or borrow the skill of foreign nations to 
supply domestic labor deficency. For a country so commercially 
great as the United States, which, too, developed with phenomenal 
rapidity, comparatively little has been done to train the native 
youth for the trades and crafts, upon which the prosperity 
of the nation so much depends. That the country has pros- 
pered and has taken a foremost place in industrial art has 
not been because of any care in educating her sons and daughters, 
but because circumstances forced her progress upon her. These cir- 
cumstances have been mainly the perpetual flow of immigration 
from Europe. We got both the good and the bad elements from the 
older countries of the world, but a sufficient preponderance of the 
former to supply our own deficiencies and to make the country 
what it is, 

However the time has come, in fact it came several years ago, 
when we should no longer look abroad for our skilled mechanics 
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and artisans. We must produce the sort we need from our own 
raw material, of which we have abundance of the choicest sort. 

The purpose of the National Society for the Promotion of In- 
dustrial Education is to devise ways and means for accomplishing 
this end. It is doing a great work and should have the unqualified 
support alike of the manufacturers, the workingmen and of all 
others interested in the greatness and material welfare of the 
United States. 


The society was founded in 1906, when the need for industrial 


schools in this country had made itself felt most keenly, and since’ 


that time it has worked with unremitting zeal to accomplish its 
purpose. The general plan is to establish in each State a system 
of vocational schools, at which the youth of both sexes shall be 
taught a trade or vocation to which he or she is best adapted at 
the same time as the common school education is imparted. So 
that when a boy or a girl leaves school to enter upon the business 
of earning a living, he or she may be so equipped as to make a 
profitable beginning, not only for themselves, but for their em- 
ployers. 

The old system of apprenticeship to the trades of course has its 
usefulness, but in many ways it could be and should be supplanted 
to greater advantage by some such plan of education as the society 
is striving to bring into universal adoption in each State through 
Federal aid. There is at present before the Senate and in the 
hands of the House Committee on Agriculture what is known as 
the Page-Wilson bill, which seeks to distribute annually among 
the States a sum equivalent to less than the cost of one battleship, 
for the purpose of establishing a system of industrial of vocational 
education. 

It is the hope of civilized people that war will eventually be rele- 
gated to the past to be referred to as an act of the barbaric ages, 
and that the battles of the future between nations will be fought in 
the markets of the world, and, quoting from the proceedings of the 
convention, “That nation will triumph with all that its success 
will mean to the happiness and welfare of its citizenship, which is 
able to put the greatest amount of brains and skill into what it 
produces.” 


A paragraph appearing at the head of the banquet card of the 
society read: 


“During the last fifty years our National Government has. spent 
in the name of the general welfare, more than $1,250,000,000 for 
the improvement of rivers and harbors, and more than $20,000,- 
000,000 for national defense, not including pensions. The indus- 
trial and social efficiency of our citizens is of even greater and 
more lasting importance to our interstate and our national well 
being. Is it not high time that we were using a little of our re- 
sources as a people for the encouragement of the practical educa- 
tion which will preserve, equip and conserve the childhood of 


America ?” 

While it may be somewhat unfair to draw comparisons between 
the amount spent for national defense and the requirements for 
industrial efficiency because, until the millennium happens and all 
international disputes are settled by arbitration, national defense 
must take precedence of all other considerations, since a few 
battleships or an invading army could in a week destroy more 
industry than could be replated in a decade, yet if we could 
afford to spend $20,000,000,000 for any one purpose without in 
the least impoverishing ourselves, we surely could and should 
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appropriate out of our great wealth the modest sum needed to- 
ward the establishment of a general industrial school system, 


especially as the investment would only be like casting our bread 








upon the waters, and would come back in due course to swell 
the universal prosperity of the nation. 

Last year $65,000,000 was spent under the auspices of the De- 
partment of Agriculture to further the agricultural and mechanical 
arts, most of which in State colleges are supported and controlled 
by respective States subject to the approval of the Secretary of 
Agriculture. It is now proposed by the Page-Wilson bill to ex- 
tend this Federal aid to the lower grade schools of the country 
that men and women, girls and boys, may be taught to make the 
best possible use of their hands in some employment which is 
remunerative because it demands a certain amount of skill. 

In order to make the movement general among all the States, 
Federal aid is necessary, and the efforts of the society are being 
directed to that end. 


Date for Pulp Wood Case January 14 


WasuinctTon, December 6, 1912.—Attorneys for the Government 
and for the importers have agreed to argue the Canadian wood 
pulp case before the Customs Court on Tuesday, January 14. This 
agreement, which was announced to the court, it is expected, will 
stand. For some time it was rumored that the Government would 
delay this case in order to work up another which would more 
properly involve the points under the favored nation treaties than 
the present cases do. 


A Japanese Mill for Gellulose 


According to a report of the Imperial German Consul at Naga- 
saki, Japan, a mill at Ruinai, district. of Kagi, Formosa, has been 
started for the manufacture of cellulose, to be used in paper 
making from bamboo. The mill will use daily ten tons of raw 
material and will turn out monthly 250 tons of pulp. As raw 
material the Keichiku bamboo will be used, which, in the very 
mountainous region, grows as dense woods. The mill owns a ter 
tory of about 15,000 hectares. The bamboos grow on an average 
Io to 15 on each Tsubo (3.3 square meters). The material 
is available in such abundance that the projector does not antici- 
pate any shortage within any conceivable period.

Sanitary Package Company Purchases Building Site—F. M. 
Hodge Made Chairman of College Board—Damage Claims 
Arising From Overflowage—Action Against Michigan 
Paper Company Had Been Settled Out of Court—Dam of 
Gladwin Light and Power Company Collapses. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KALAMAZOO, Mich., December 9, 1912——The Kalamazoo Sanitary 
Package Company, capitalized at $50,000, and which has been or- 
ganized to manufacture paper cartons of all kinds, has just pur- 
chased a site at the corner of Walbridge and Parson streets, for 
the factory building which will be erected. Work on the new 
structure will begin at once. It will be a two story building, 50x150 
feet, and of brick and concrete construction. The building will be 
fireproof and specially arranged for an addition in case one be- 
comes necessary. 

This concern will manufacture paper boxes for fruit and berries, 
being collapsible and exceedingly easy to ship. An exceptionally 
large number can be packed in a small space. They are much 
cheaper and more satisfactory than the wooden boxes, and the 
company expects to use much of the output of One paper machine. 
For the present its stock will be purchased from some Kalamazoo 
mill. 


F. M. Hodge Chairman of Gollege Board 


KaLaMazoo, Mich., December 9, 1912.—At a specially called meet- 
ing a few days ago F. M. Hodge, president of the Kalamazoo Paper 
Company, was elected chairman of the board of Kalamazoo Col- 
lege to fill a vacancy caused nearly a year ago by the death of the 
former chairman. The honor is an especially high one, and shows 

-to a certain extent the high esteem Mr. Hodge is held in educa- 
tional circles. Mr. Hodge is a graduate of Kalamazoo College. 
Just at this time the selection of a chairman for the board of trus- 
tees was an important matter because of numerous improvements 
the college has in view. It is expected during the next year or so 
to nearly double the capacity of the institution, and a man of ex- 
ceptional business ability was needed to head the board. 


Damage Glaim for Overflow 


KaLaMazoo, Mich., December 9, 1912.—Claiming that his land 
was damaged by overflow caused by the dam of the Watervliet 
Paper Company, Prosper O. Bowe, of Watervliet Township, has 
begun suit against the company for $10,000. The suit is a similar 
one to that started a short time ago by a farmer against the 
owners of the big dam in the St. Joseph River at Berrien Springs. 
One thing difficult to understand is the exceptional amount of 
damages calimed by the farmer. It is said his farm is worth no- 
where near the amount named in the suit, and even if it had been 
wiped completely from the earth his damages would not be half 
the amount claimed. The case will probably be tried at an early 
term of court. 


Damage Gase Thrown Out of Court 


Katamazoo, Mich., December 9, 1912—Last week the case of 
Albert Nash against the Michigan Paper Company, of Plainwell, 
was called for trial in the Allegan County Circuit Court. Nash 
was suing for damages for injuries alleged to have been received 
while working at the mill. When the case was called it was 
found that Nash had settled the case with the company, and that 
his attorney knew nothing about it, although Nash had signed an 
agreement to give the attorney 50 per cent. of the amount received 
from the company. The case was dropped out of court when this 
was learned. 


W.S. Hodges Returns 


KaLaMazoo, Mich., December 9, 1912—Walter S. Hodges, a 
former well known Kalamazoo paper man, has just returned from 
an extended trip through the West. While away Mr. Hodges 
visited nearly every Western State, taking about two months for 
his trip. While Mr, Hodges is not at present engaged in the paper 
business, he has in the past had much to do with the industry in 
Kalamazoo. 


Gladwin Dam Goes Out 


KataMazoo, Mich.,. December 9, 1912—The dam of the Glad- 
win Light and Power Company went out last week. The estimated 
loss is about $25,000. .A big part of the dam and the power house 
were washed down the river for a considerable distance. It is 
believed the water washed under the down stream apron and caused 
the dam to collapse. It was only a week ago that the company 
secured a contract to light the streets of Gladwin, and the city is 
in darkness since the accident. Work on rebuilding the dam will 
be started at once, the company hoping to have it completed within 
a month. 


Another Damage Suit Started 


KALAMAzoo, Mich., December 9, 1912.—Another damage suit has 
been started because of backwater from a dam. Thomas Dyer, a 
farmer in Clare County, is suing the owners of the dam in the 
Tobacco River, claiming that backwater has injured his crops. 


The Hartung Warehouse Warming 


PHILADELPHIA, December 11, 1912.—The event in the trade annals 
of the week—doubtlessly of the year—was the warehouse warming 
which began on Saturday noon and still is being continued, ex- 
tended by A. Hartung to his trade and personal friends to com- 
memorate the completion and occupancy of his nine story ware- 
house, Race street, above Fifth street. It was quite the largest 
attended occasion in trade history, at least 1,000, and probably 1,200 
to 1,300 persons being present, a list of which would be a directory 
of the entire paper trade of Philadelphia, the larger printers, pub- 
lishers and paper box manufacturers of the city, and representatives 
of the more prominent ‘firms in this and adjoining States. Hun- 
dreds who could not come in person but were present in spirit 
sent letters, telegrams and even cablegrams. Seattle was heard 
from, and so was Toronto and Ottawa and Savannah and Augusta, 
and without exception the firms across the sea, from which the 
Hartung Company imports, sent greetings. 

The visitors were received in person by Mr. Hartung or his 
representatives, and were informed that the building was theirs, and 
that they were at perfect liberty to wander through it at inclination. 
Some took the inclination and went down into the mammoth 
basement, a feature of which is an immense coal pocket under the 
bed of the privately owned street; others took elevators, attracted 
to the sixth.floor, where the caterer held forth and the orchestra 
and the palms. On its 9,100 square feet of space even the great 
throngs of buffet lunch patrons found ample space to enjoy them- 
selves. Touches of color and beauty were given by the many ex- 
quisite baskets of flowers received by Mr. Hartung from mills, 
from customers and from employees. 

As described in these columns, the new Hartung building is of 
the most approved modern type of reinforced concrete construction, 
It is higher, though not quite of as large an area as its near neighbor, 
the Dill & Collins building. The basement, first, second and third 
floors will be occupied by Mr. Hartung; the fourth and fifth are 
about to be leased to printing firms; the Philadelphia Bindery is 
just moving into the sixth floor, and the Keystone Publishing 
Company is occupying the seventh, eighth and ninth floors.

The Forsythe-Harding Paper Company, which opened up offices 
in the Steger Building on March 1 last, have been so successful in 
extending their trade that they have added another line to their 
business and will look after the trade of the Lee Paper Company 
of Vicksburg, Mich., in Chicago and the West. This mill spe- 
cializes on high--grade flats, bonds, ledgers, linen finish and 
papeterie papers, and furnishes a line which fits nicely into that 
already being handled by this firm. 

The J. D. Kline Paper Company has opened an office at 412 
National City Bank Building. James D. Kline is manager in 
charge. Mr. Kline has been in the paper business for twelve 
years and has had experience in most paper lines, on the mill, 
promotion and sales ends. For the past three years he has been 
connected with Bradner, Smith & Co. as salesman and in the 
promotion of lines of paper. The company has formed mill con- 
nections, and for the present will handle bond and book papers. 
They may later extend into other lines. 

The Daily World, which succeeded to the good will and busi- 
ness of the Daily Socialist, and which a short time since discon- 
tinued its morning edition, has suspended entirely and the Central 
Trust Company has been appointed receiver. The assets are given 
at $100,000, and liabilities $125,000, the latter including employees’ 
salaries, paper bills, etc. On Saturday a sale was made of the 
good will, circulation books, etc., for $10,000, the name of the pur- 
chaser being given as Boyce, and it is conjectured that an effort 
will be made to commence republication.

B. Sinex from the paper business bearing his name, which he con- 
ducted on the second floor of the Garrett-Buchanan Company’s 
building, of which he is president, led to the trade rumor that he 
was about to dispose of his holdings in the Garrett-Buchanan 
Company to Vice President Morgan H. Thomas. Mr. Thomas 
today denied knowledge of any impending change in the Garrett- 
Buchanan Company, suggesting that Mr. Sinex had disposed of his 
interest in his own business to W. H. Beaver, who has been the 
active manager, in order to give more attention to the affairs of the 
Garrett-Buchanan Company.

Arguments Before Gustoms Court 

Arguments were today presented in the following cases: 

The United States vs. Palm, Fechteler & Co., involving the classi- 
fication of decalcomanias. The Government contended that lith- 
ographically printed decalcomanias, not in ceramic colors, backed 
with metal leaf, are properly dutiable at 65 per cent. under para- 
graph 412 of the tariff act rather than at 4o cents per pound under 
the same paragraph. 

Hensel, Bruckmann & Lorbacher vs. the United States involves 
the classification of lithographic pull cards. The merchandise, 
which was assessed at 20 cents per pound under paragraph 412, 
was claimed to be dutiable at 6 cents per pound, or at 8% cents 
per pound plus 1 cent, under the same paragraph. 

Thomas & Pierson vs. the United States involves the question of 
abandonment, The Board of Appraisers, in this case, held that 
although the law provides for the abandonment of goods falling 
within the provisions of Sub-Section 22 of Section 28 of the 
tariff act, nevertheless that right is forfeited when the goods have 
left the custody and control of the Government and have been de- 
livered, duty paid, to the importers prior to their being lost. 


A National Tariff Gommission Convention 

The board of directors of the National Tariff Commission As- 
sociation, at a meeting held in the headquarters of the Merchants’ 
Association last Tuesday, instructed its executive committee to 
call a National Tariff Commission Convention, to be held in Wash- 
ington, for the purpose of urging the establishment of a perma- 
nent non-partisan Tariff Commission. It is probable that the con- 
vention will be held in April. 

The members of the association includes more than 140 com- 
mercial organizations in cities representing forty-four States. The 
directors are John Candler Cobb, Boston, president; Herbert E. 
Miles, Racine, Wis.; Henry R. Towne, New York; J. J. Culbertson, 
Paris, Tex.; Charles M. Jarvis, New Britain, Conn.; Alba B. John- 
son, Philadelphia, Pa.; John Kirby, Jr., Dayton, Ohio; D. M. Parry, 
Indianapolis, Ind.; E. V. Robinson, Minneapolis, Minn., and Francis 
T. Simmons, Chicago, Ill. Henry T. Wills, of New York, is secre- 
tary. 

In adopting the annual report of President Cobb the directors 
reaffirmed their advocacy of tariff revision, schedule by schedule, 
the action of Congress to be based upon the findings of a National 
Tariff Commission authorized by Congress to gather facts pertinent 
to the schedules to be revised.

Robert Comer McQuillen, of A. Storrs & Bement Company of 
Boston, passed away suddenly at his home, 901 High street, Ded- 
ham, Mass., on Saturday afternoon last.

Answering further the question of E. J. C., which appeared in 
Tue Paper Trade JourNAL of November 21, as to keeping an 
even water lever in vats, I think he will find his trouble between 
his screens and vats. I also think his screens are air bound. I 
would suggest that he put in a supply box between screen and 
vats. If E. J. C. would write again and explain the circum- 
stances more fully I think I could help him out of his difficulty.

The question which gave rise to the above reply read: 
“Editor The Paper Trade Journal: 

“Will you please advise in your ‘Answers to Practical Ques- 
tions’ column what steps you would take to secure an even level 
of water in the vats? 

“We have a two cylinder machine, wooden vats, overflow regu- 
lation, cylinder molds 36 inches in diameter. Water is taken 
from the vats by fan pump elevated to about 10 feet, where it 
empties into mixing box. Stuff is screened through Packer 
screen and flows to the vats through 10 inch pipes. Opening to 
vats is in the bottom. 

“We have considerable trouble with the thickness of our sheet 
varying and have attributed this to difficulty in maintaining equal 
level in the vats. Apparently the speed of the engine driving the 
fan pump is regular and the belts do not slip. Our stuff is 
pumped from the machine chest through double plunger stuff 
pump into a flow box. Regulating gate in this flow box dis- 
charges at the bottom. Surplus stock is returned to the chest. 

“We have experienced the greatest difficulty when we were 
making .009 point straw, using one cylinder only. Jot” 


Injector Defined 

The injector may be defined as an apparatus in which a jet of 
steam strikes a mass of water by which it is condensed, and in con- 
densing gives up its heat energy to the combined mass of water 
and condensed steam and imparts to it a momentum sufficient to 
force it into the boiler against a pressure equal to or even greater 
than that of the steam which first entered the apparatus. 

A French engineer by the name of Giffard is the inventor of 
the injector. In his description of the apparatus he states: “Of 
all the necessary accessories of a steam engine perhaps the most 
important is the one used for feeding the water to the boiler; 
upon its proper working depends not only the regular running 
of the engine, but the safety, the very existence of those who 
approach the boiler; nevertheless, by a kind of fatality the ap- 
paratus employed up to the present time for feeding is, of all 
others, that which leaves most to be desired.” 

The action of the injector is as follows: It consists essentially 
of a steam tube or steam nozzle which is used for the purpose 
of guiding the steam jet into the apparatus. This is usually of 
tapering form and frequently carries a steam spindle used for 
varying the area of discharge from the nozzle by adjusting its 
position from without; a combining tube which extends from the 
steam nozzle outward, and has for its object the combining of 
the steam and the water, and a delivery tube from which the mix- 
ture of steam and water is delivered to the boiler feed pipe. The 
mixture attains its maximum velocity in the delivery tube, which 
is. subsequently reduced by increasing the cross section of the tube. 
The steam enters and passes through the steam nozzle into the 
combining tube. On first starting the injector the steam passes 
on through the combining tube, and, being unable to re-enter the 
boiler because it has been somewhat reduced in pressure, passes 
out of the “overflow.” In a very short time, however, the friction 
between the air in the apparatus and the steam jet causes a partial 
vacuum in the combining tube and the water now rises into this 
tube, and, combining with the steam, causes the latter to be con- 
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densed. The cross section of the conderised steam jet is now 
greatly reduced and its velocity is about twenty times as great as 
that of a jet of water issuing from the boiler at the same pressure, 
and this high velocity is concentrated on a jet of very small cross 
section. It is evident, therefore, that it possesses a large margin 
of energy over and above that necessary to force it into the 
boiler, and this surplus is imparted to the water which has been 
drawn in through the water supply pipe. Of course the propor- 
tions between the volumes of steam and water must be correctly 
chosen, because if there is not enough water to condense the 
steam the action just described will not take place, while if there 
is too much water the energy of the condensed steam jet will not 
be sufficient to give the whole mass the requisite velocity. For 
this reason the proportions and shapes of the various parts of an 
injector are of the greatest importance. 








A New Trap for Paper Machine Dryers 

In introducing their superior steam trap, the Armstrong Ma- 
chine Works, of Three Rivers, Mich., claim to have solved the 
dryer trap question. This trap works on a new principle, the 
valve being controlled by levers attached to an inverted sub- 
merged bucket. 

Heretofore all steam traps have been operated by one of four 
principles, comonly known as “tilt traps,” “pot or bucket 
traps,” “float traps” and “thermostatic traps.” 

The body of the “Superior” trap is an upright cylindrical 
pot, with the inlet in the centre of the bottom. The top of 
the pot is threaded to fit a special plug, which does away with 
the use of packing. The valve stem and seat, valve levers, and 
the bucket are all self contained in a brass frame, which is 
screwed centrally into the plug. The inverted bucket is prop- 
erly weighted, and hangs centrally over the inlet of the trap. 
A small vent hole is provided in the top of the bucket. 

The valve being at the top, the trap will be filled with water 
before there is any discharge, thus the bucket is always com- 
pletely submerged. 

The bucket, when full of water, will rest on the bottom of 
the trap, holding the valve open, and more water entering the 
trap will pass beneath the bucket, and be discharged at the 
top of the trap. Steam or air entering the trap will be col- 
lected in the bucket, displacing the water therefrom, and caus- 
ing it to float and close the valve. 

Any air in the bucket will escape through the vent into the 
top of the trap when the bucket loses its buoyancy and sinks, 
opening the valve, this air will be discharged. When the valve 
is closed by steam floating the bucket, the action is different 
in that the steam will condense as fast as it passes through the 
vent so that no steam will be collected at the top of the trap. 

To successfully use a trap on each dryer, one must be selected 
that will not become “air bound.” The manufacturers of the 
“Superior” steam trap claim to have the only trap not using 
the thermostatic principle that possesses this valuable feature. 

No adjustments are necessary for different pressures and the 
valve is opened wide for each discharge, allowing the free passage 
of large volumes of water. 

The bucket hangs free—there are no guides that may in any 
way retard the movement, and being inverted it will not collect 
sediment. 

The long movement, possible only with a submerged bucket, is 
used to obtain a great leverage over the valve, the capacity of a 
given size of trap thus being increased many times. 

“Superior” steam traps are now in successful operation on a 
number of paper machines and have proven a profitable invest- 
ment for the manufacturers of paper.

A $100,000 Find 

PHILADELPHIA, December 6, 1912.—Book stock worth something 
like $1,000 a pound is lying in the warehouse of Edward D. Hem- 
ingway, now trading as William Hemingway, and soon to be in- 
corporated as the Edward D. Hemingway Paper Stock Company. 
But it will not be sold as paper stock, for stamp collectors are 
going crazy over what they pronounce the greatest find of rare 
stamps in the history of the United States. And Mr. Hemingway 
is negotiating for the sale of the “junk” at something like $100,000. 

The great find is being telegraphed tonight to the four corners 
of the world where stamp enthusiasts gather. Mr. Hemingway 
is least excited of all and is decided to dispose of the whole lot 
at bargain prices as a job rather than be pestered by disposing of 
them piecemeal, even though he had just received $2,500 for one 
of the rarest individual stamps. 

And yet there are those who declare at every gathering of the 
mill men that there is no profit in the paper stock business. 

There is no more widely known dealer in stock than Mr. Hem- 
ingway. He has certain business policies which are respected by 
every mill in the country. He also has his hobby—life in the open

air, as will be recalled from these columns. 

Recently he submitted a bid to a certain financial institution to 
clear its vaults of old book stock. He was awarded the lot. Then 
he left for the South, turning over the matter to his manager, 
Frank D’Miller. 

While in New Orleans Mr. D’Miller wrote him ofthe find of 
rare stamps, incidentally mentioning the fact that they were of 
the Saint Louis “bear” issue of the early 40’s, and that a stamp 
collector had placed the value of $2,500 on one stamp out of the 
one hundred odd which were in the collection.

He 
has received something like $10,000 for a few of the stamps, but 
he has decided to dispose of the remainder in bulk and two syndi- 
cates are outbidding each other for them at a price somewhat in 
excess of $100,000.

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HOW TO PROTECT BOILERS FROM GREASE 


A British inspector of factories, William Buchan, states that 
when exhaust steam is passed into the feed water to heat it, or 
the oily water of condensation from a condensing engine is used 
as feed water, grease will be present in the boiler, and as it 
becomes concentrated on the surface of the flues or tubes will 
not only reduce the efficiency of the boiler, but be a positive 
source of danger, as it may lead to serious overheating and subse- 
quent collapse of furnace crowns or tubes. A film of grease one- 
hundredth of an inch thick offers resistance to the passage of 
heat equal to steel plate 10 inches thick. In other words, grease 
offers a thousand times the resistance of steel to the passage of 
heat. If it were only realized that the apparently harmless film 
of oil offered as much resistance to the passage of heat as a thick 
deposit of hard scale, more care would be taken to eliminate it. 

If oil is present in the feed water much of it exists in an 
emulsified condition, i. e., in the form of minute suspended 
globules. The principal methods now in-use for the removal of 
grease are: (1) Filtration of feed water. Whether gravitation 
or pressure filters are used the feed water passes through some 
filtering medium such as canvas or sand. (2) Separation of 
gtease from the exhaust steam before the steam enters the con- 
denser or heater. A grease separator consists of a metal chamber 
with a number of baffile plates inside. Owing to the large volume 
of the separator and the presence of the baffle plates, the velocity 
of the exhaust steam is reduced and consequently the bulk of the oil 
is thrown down. This method gives better results with non-con- 
densing engines than with condensing engines; results are often 
unsatisfactory with the latter because of the great velocity of the 
steam as it passes through the separator. (3) Chemical treat- 
ment of the greasy water and subsequent filtration. The - feed 
water is automatically treated with correct proportions of suit- 
able reagents which collect the minute globules in a form suitable 
for removal by fiiters of wood fibre or sand. (4) Electrical 
treatment of the greasy water and subsequent filtration. The 
water is allowed to collect in a vat; the passage of an electrical 
current through the water, by means of metal plates, causes the 
minute globules to coalesce, and in this form the oil can be 
efficiently removed by sand filters. 

If it is desired to heat the feed water by exhaust steam from 
which the grease has not been removed, the steam should be con- 
veyed in coils of pipes and should not, upon any account, be 
brought into direct contact with the feed water. Where con- 
densers are used very satisfactory results can be obtained by 
combining a grease separator (placed between the engine and 
the condenser), with a good chemical or electrical method and 
subsequent filtration. 


Locking Device for Disconnecting Switches 


The illustration shows a.locking device that effectually prevents 
the blade of a disconnecting switch from opening except under 
the direction of the operator. 


The safety catch or locking device is a unit in itself and can 
be applied by anyone to any GE-type L, for G-6 switch merely 
by clamping it to a support placed between the clip block and the 
insulator cap. It is of rugged design and is operated with a 
switch book. This locking device consists essentially pf two 
brass bell cranks hinged together at the ends of the two shorter 
arms and held closed by compression springs. The projections 
or jaws in the outer ends of the two longer arms close in front 
of the blade, thus preventing the latter from coming out of the 
clips. Each bell crank is provided with a dog which moves in 
a slot in the bell crank’s elbow, the dog being hinged at this point. 
Two compression springs, one pressing outwardly from the switch 
base against the elbow of each crank and also against the dog, 
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keep the bell cranks closed and the dogs pressed against the back 
of the switch blade. 

To open the switch, the outer ends of the bell cranks are pressed 
back away from the blade, allowing the dogs to come forward so 
as to rest upon the sides of the blade, in which position they hold 
the jaws in front of the blade apart, allowing the switch to be 
opened. Withdrawing the blade of the switch from between the 


dogs causes the jaws to automatically close against the sides of 





the blade and to snap shut as soon as the blade is completely 
withdrawn. 

As the outer edges of the jaws are beveled the switch blade 
can be readily pressed back in the clips into the closed position, 
when the jaws close automatically in front of the blade locking 
the latter in the closed position. The operator can’t forget to 
lock the switch as it automatically locks itself. 

This device is made in sizes to fit 300, 600, 800 and 1,200 ampere 
switches as standard and can be furnished for a switch of any 
capacity. It has been on the market for a comparatively short 
time, yet it is being: used by practically all the important electrical 
operating companies in the United States. 

The locking device described above is manufactured by the 
General Electric Company, Schenectady, N. Y.

located, is included, this ratio certainly holds true. How would 
a seer of those days have been greeted if he had said that the 
time would come when Westbrook would have a paper mill em- 
ploying 1,025 men and 125 women, as do S. D. Warren & Co. now. 
In the next town, Windham, the Androscoggin Pulp Company has 
a mill that employs 275 men. 


Hugh J. Chisholm’s Gift 


PortLanp, Me., December 10, 1912—The Edward Mason Dis- 
pensary, which was the gift of the late paper magnate, Hugh J. 
Chisholm, has just been completed on India street in this city and 
will be opened in a short time. It is of brick, one story high, 
with a large basement. It is absolutely fireproof. The lower 
floor or basement contains six rooms for patients, heating plant, 
quarters for the milk station, baths and ample closet space. The 
second floor includes the main offices, two operating rooms fin- 
ished with tile floors and enamel ceilings, six rooms for patients, 
four dressing rooms, baths and toilets. Another feature of the 
second floor accommodations is a large sterilizing room with 
slate sinks, etc. The structure has been built in such a way that 
additional stories may be added at any time. 


Advanced Rates Suspended 


WaterviLLte, Me., December 10, 1912.—Maine paper makers 
heard with interest of a decision made last week by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission affecting shipment of paper from this 
State.

of the machinery purchased recently from the Kansas City Star’s 
paper mill in its Espanola plant. The Canadian company’s plant 
is turning out 100 tons of news print per day, and it is aimed, if 
necessity arises, to double that output at a minimum extra cost. 
The company will bring its financial year to a close just before 
Christmas, and while statistics are not yet available, it is known 
that the business of the company shows a great improvement 
over the previous year. Such a result, however, was to have 
been expected, seeing that it is within the past eight months that 
the paper mill at Espanola has been in operation and within the 
past four that the two big machines have been operating at any- 
thing like their full capacity. The operation of these machines 
will consequently give the company in 1912 profits greatly in 
excess of those for 1911, when the surplus carried forward, after 
meeting the bond interest, was fifty per cent. greater than the re- 
quirements of the preferred stock dividend for the twelve months. 


Boom for Paper Bag Gookery 


Toronto, Ont., December 9, 1912.—Paper bag cookery has been 
taken so seriously by domestic Toronto that all the departmental 
stores have installed demonstrators and made the promotion of 
the new scheme of cookery one of their chief interests. The 
numerous domestic science schools have likewise taken it to heart 
and classes are being instructed in bag cooking. As each experi- 
ment seems to bring a repeat order the industry in Canada will 
quickly reach a flourishing basis.

PAPER.—Current business in all lines of Paper, Board and 
Bags manifest a quiet tone, and is expected to continue along this 
line until after inventory taking by the majority of jobbers after 
the first of the year. They are filling orders for the holiday trade, 
and as inventory follows so closely they are not anxious to take 
in any more than is necessary. There isn’t a very large volume of 
new business being placed now, but the mills are all well filled 
with orders, and practically all have enough to carry them over the 
first of the year without figuring on current business coming in. 
The Bag market is a little nervous over the passing of the dividend 
of the preferred stock of one of the big bag companies. The 
manufacturers are in hopes, now that the trade realizes that the 
Bag business has been conducted at a loss for a long time, 
some action will be taken by this concern to put bags on a 
more profitable basis. Board is very firm in price, and the mills 
manufacturing same are still complaining of the scarcity of raw 
stock for the cheaper qualities: News reflects a normally good 
business, though values for additional lots are inclined to be weak, 
Some mills are several months behind on their Side Run orders, 
and prices rule firm by the majority at $2.15@2.20. Kraft manu- 
facturers are a month behind, and Fibre papers are two weeks 
behind. Book papers are moving in seasonable volume, and the 
finer grades are holding up exceptionally well.
